Difficulties in E stim ates as to Customs and L ands. 
t ’oniparative and speculative view s, connected w ith 
the subject o f our receipts from custom s and lands, 
could be further extended, but their practical utility 
might be deem ed problem atical, as suilicient is believ­ 
ed to have been already stated for all general purpo­ 
ses. 
Greater confidence is felt in tbe estim ate sub- 
fiiitted for tbe receipts from custom s in 1836, as that 
offered last year for 1835, founded on som ew hat siin- 
ilar data, has not varied from tbe ascertained and esti­ 
mated actual receipts over a m illion o f dollars; but 
the actual receipts from lands have, for tbe various 
reasons before explained, differed largely; and, unit­ 
ed with the failure to pass som e usual and anticipated 
appropriations at the last session o f Congress, have 
caused hiost o f the increased surplus now in the 
Treasury, 
T h e difliculty in attaining much certainty 
in estlinuting the receipts from either custom s or lands 
in any particular year in a country so new , enterpris­ 
ing and prosperous as ours, has ever been considera­ 
ble, in addition to the fluctuations w e alw ays shall 
be liable to from short crops, pestilence and war.— 
But this difliculty w ill be more strikingly exem plified 
till 1842, under the material alteration from credit to 
cash paym ents, and under the continued biennial 
clianges to w hich the tariff is now subjected. 
It w as 
show n in 1 8 2 2 , in a report o f a Com m ittee o f the 
H ouse o f R epresentatives, that from 1802 to that 
tim e, the estim ates o f our w hole receipts diftered, ei­ 
ther by excesses or deficiencies, from the actual re­ 
ceipts in different years, from one to forty-three per 
cent, and in custom s alone, from three to seventy- 
three; being an average o f about sixteen per cent, 
per annum. 
T h e difference since 1822 has been 
carefully exam ined, and is found to vary from less 
than one per cent, to over forty-one, and averages 
annually about thirteen per cent. 
But the effects o f 
the irregularity o f our actual receipts into the T reas­ 
ury in any particular year, whether over or under the 
estim ates, w ere less noticeable, and w ere o f less com ­ 
parative importance before the final paym ent o f the 
public debt, at the close o f 1 8 34, as that paym ent, 
from tim e to tim e, conrected any irregularity, and su­ 
perseded what w ill often hereafter be inevitable w ith­ 
out due precaution: the necessity o f a resort to new 
legislation w henever any considerable excess or defi­ 
ciency happens to occur in the w hole revenue. 
B e­ 
side what has already been remarked on the influ­ 
ence which the increased cultivation o f cotton in this 
coQQtiy has in various w ays exercised, and is likely 
to exercise hereafter in our revenue from custom s and 
lands, it migiit be m ade a subject o f further and very 
nteresting inquiry, in connexion w ith the unccrt»»ti*y 
o f the estim ates on those subjects, affectitig, as that 
cultivation does, more rem otely, not only our revenue 
from lands and custom s, hut the balance o f trade and 
the export o f sp ecie, as w ell as the continuance, by 
m eans o f m utual dependence aino.ag great interests, 
o f many o f our peaceful and prosperous relations, 
both at hom e and abroad. 
But wdthout entering, on 
this occasion, into further details concerning any of 
these points, it m ay be m entioned as a very striking 
result connected w ith the last one, and as furnishing 
a strong prosuiuption in favor ot greater exem ption 
hereafter from fluctuations by war and com mercial 
restrictions, that w hile the quantity o f cotton export­ 
ed from this country has increased from half a nnlliou 
p f pounds in 1790 to over three hundred and eighty 
m ilhons in 1835, and has exceeded in value, during 
01% o f the last ten years, all our other exports o f do­ 
m estic products o f every description, the uianufucture 
p f it a liio m e , and chiefly in the Northern States, has 
increased, from consum ing only a few bales m ore, to 
ninety m illions o f pounds yearly, and to that extent 
creates a new and strong Imnd o f reciprocal adx^ari- 
tage and harmony. 
And that w hile w e now furnish, 
instead o f the small quantity in the first years ot 
our 
G ovem m ent, 
quite 
fifteen-sixteenths 
o f the 
w h ole consum ption o f raw cotton by England, and 
seven-tenths o f that by France, all the present exports 
o f it to E urope, from all the rest o f the w orld, do not 
probably equal, if those tw o nations could obtain the 
w h o le, one-third o f w hat they now consum e,ro one- 
fourth o f w hat they now import from the Lnited 
States alone. 
And thus, w hile neither o f them pro­ 
du ces any o f the raw article, except a little m som e 
¡remote dependencies, that they have an annual man* 
ufueture now relying on it, and chiefly on the United 
S tates, equal in France to eighty millions o f dollars, 
and ill England to one hundred and eighty m illioiis o f 
dollars; and constituting in the latter, after it supplies 
her own large necessities at hom e, over one-half in 
value o f her great annual exports to all quarters o f the 
globe. 
E x p la n a tio n o f estimated receipts fr o m M iscellan e­ 
ous sources. 
T h e estim ate o f receipts from Bank dividends has 
been m ade at the usual rate, com puted on the present 
am ount o f stock still ow ned by the United States, in­ 
dependent o f what belotigs to the navy pension fund. 
Should the bank divide a part o f its capital, after the 
3d o f March next, and before the close ot the* year 
1 8 36, tlie dividends received for interest or profits, 
w ili probably he som ew liat low er— but, on the other 
hand, there w ill then be received into the Treasury, 
instead o f them , a due proportion of the capital stock.

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hv means o f that indem nity, on debts o f long standing f 
due from several of the claimants to the United Htates, 
and over one-fifth of it has already been paid iulo the 
'IVeasury. 
In pursuance o f Ihe act 
o f Uongress on 
this subject, the balance o f the first insLilment, as soon 
as the awards w ere com pleted, was paid to those en­ 
titled to it, and certificates were is.sued for the re­ 
mainder. 
All due under the second instalment lias 
since been punctually discharged by the King o f the 
T w o txicilies, to the agent of the 'rreasury abroad, 
and after som e delay in its remittance from Naples to 
Paris, with a view to make it in a manner most ad­ 
vantageous to the eiaiinants, the wlude has been re­ 
ceived here, and the nett proceeds, a.s soon as ascer­ 
tainable, im m ediately paid over. 
E x p la n a tio n o f the E stim ates ( f E xpenditu res. 
T h e expenditures in 1836 for ordinary purposes 
are, it has been seen, estim ated at a still low er sum 
than they w ere for 1835. 
But as the present is a 
long session o f C ongress, the contingent excesses of 
appropriations beyond the general estim ates, explain­ 
ed in the last annual report, have been submitted as 
likely to be half a million larger. 
It is gratifying to 
state, that independent o f the paym ents towards the 
national debt, leaving the com m unity with its c:ipital, 
and 
energie« 
entirely from that cause unburdened 
and untruinnielled, the actual expenditures o f the 
G eneral G overnm ent have on other subjects since 
1 8 3 3 , been reduced about four and a half millions o f 
dollars 
a 
year, or near nine m illions in 1834 and 
1835, and the country at large, during tha sam e peri­ 
od, relieved from taxation by reductions in tho larift, 
equal to nearly tw elve and a half m illions a y«*rt» or 
about tw enty five m illions in all. T h e probabilities as 
to still further reductions in our expenditures for ordi­ 
nary purposes during a number o f ensuing years, ex­ 
cluding any extraordinary grants on account o f the 
present large surplus, or other causes, can best be 
w eighed hy a retrospect to the ch ief subjects o f iu- 
erease during a few past years, and by a discrimina­ 
tion betw een the item s, w hich are in their character per­ 
manent or tem porary, and which stilljexist or have al­ 
ready expired. 
T h e ch ief items o f increased expense 
during those years, w hich (from an 
increase in 
som e o f our national establishm ents, caused by obvi­ 
ous reasons in m ost cases, such as greater population 
and business and a rapidly extending frontier,) vvill 
probably be som ew hat perm anent, if not in som e in­ 
stances progressive, are m ost o f the large additions 
to the legislative expenses— the gradual augmentation 
in appropriations for the Judiciary and the salaries o f 
D istrict Jud ges— the new Bureau o f Solicitor of the 
T reasury— the corps o f m ouuted dragoons in the ar­ 
m y— the increased number of, and pay to officers in 
the navy, and the extra com pensation to officers o f 
the custom s since the great reductions in the tarifU 


T his department maile seasiAuable inquirie.s o f the 
hank itself, as to its probable course, in respect to the 
division o f its capital, with a view to apprize ( on- 
gresa o f the revenue which ought to be anticipated 
from that source in 1836— but, extraordinary as it 
may appear, at a peruul so near the close o f its char­ 
ier , and after the discontinuance o f several o f its 
branches, it w ill be seen hy the correspondence un- 
uetied, that the bank luid then com e to no decision on 
the subject. 
T h e sales o f hank stock to the navy pension fund, 
w ill probably not be deem ed advisable by C ongress, 
öfter the 3il .March next, and hence the receijits from 
jthose sates have lieen estim ated less tlian usual. 
It is supposed that the other receipts from iiiiscel- 
la i^ o u s sources w ill correspond nearly w ith those in 
1835, except that the sum o f ^*».235, belonging to 
this governm ent out o f the Neapolitan indem nity, for 
tbe transportation o f seam en, at tbe time our vessels 
w ere seized, having in the 
1st instalm ent, been 
promptly and honorably paid, according to treaty, has, 
since the last annual report, been adjusted, and cred­ 
ited under this general head. 
It gives m e pleasure 
jo a jd , that about I«! 100,000 more has been secured 


T h e ch ief additional item s o f expenditures during 
the last few years w hich may be deem ed temporary 
in their nature, but w hich still continue in a greater 
or less degree, are the large increase in the extin­ 
guishm ent o f Indian titles, and in grants o f R evolu­ 
tionary pensions ; the paym ent o f Virginia commuta­ 
tion claim s, great additions to our light-houses and 
custom -houses ; opening many new roads in the T er­ 
ritories ; the cmitiimation o f the A’uiuberland ro«d ; 
the survey o f the c o a s t; m ore num erous allow ances 
o f mi&cellaneons claim s; and the building o f branch 
t n t n t s , c o u n n c is e o S I k»«r 
•» y « « « -, *lr»«MgV» U ic lr f u ­ 
ture support w ill be a new item o f pernianent ex­ 
pense. 
T h e issue o f Virginia land scrip, 
v i r t u a l l y 
receivable instead o f m oney for lands, is, in sub­ 
stance, though not in form, another large item ; be­ 
cause, though not included in the usual exhibit o f 
expenditures, it has iii the last four years exceeded a 
m illion o f dollars, and w ill in this, and the ensuing 
year, probably extend to eight hundred thousand 
more. 
T h e item s o f m agnitude in our expenses 
w hich have lately existed, but are now either termi­ 
nated or suspended, are the building o f the Potom ac 
bridge ; though its repairs, lighting, and draws may 
hereafter be a durable charge. 
M acadamizing Penn­ 
sylvania A venu e, and several gratita o f money for 
other purposes in the D istrict o f Uolum hia ; repairs 
o f the Cum berland road ; 
finishing and enlarging 
som e o f the public buildings here ; refunding large 
ainouiits o f duties under former law s ; the expenses 
o f the war w ith the N orthw estern Indians in 1833j; 
repiiyineiits for advances during the war o f 1812 ; a 
large reimbursement o f the naval pension lund ; sev­ 
eral special expired appropriations towards naval ob­ 
jects ; and alm ost every thing iftinnected with the 
public debt. 
A tabular statem ent further illustrating 
many o f these changes, as w ell as others under all 
the most important heads o f expenditure, by exhiliit- 
iug the sum s yearly paid under each material one 
from 1816 to 1834 inclusive, has been prepared with 
care, but is so volum inous that it w ill not be submit­ 
ted to C ongress until som e other appropriate occasion. 
In the estim ates for extraordinary purposes the pres­ 
ent year, it w ill be seen that m ost o f the increase is 
called for by the om ission to pass the annual appro- 
prialious last year for fortifications, and by the un­ 
usually large surplus in the T reasury, which is not 
wanted for ordinary objects, and w hich, it is suppos­ 
ed , can be apjilied usefully to hasten those great im­ 
provem ents connected wifti our military and naval 
defences, and which are o f a character admitted by 
all to be national, beneficial, and constitutional. 
U n­ 
der our high state o f financial prosperity, and* repos­ 
ing in peace, the bqst period for due preparation for 
w ar, the undersigned consiiiers the Treasury iu a 
proper condition to m eet any m easures which the 
Executive or the appropriate Departm ents have re­ 
com m ended for tliese desirable objects, as w ell as 
any similar and additional m easures w hich Congress 
m ay be likely to think required by prudent fore;iight, 
and a proper regard for national character and salety.

Deposite B a n k s an d the C u rren cy, | 
T h is Departm ent takes pleasure in stating that the 
public m oney continues to he collected and deposited, 
under the present system o f selected Biuiks, with 
great ease and econom y in all cases, and with greater 
n som e, than at any former period. 
'I’he translers of 
t to every quarter o f the country, where it is needed 
for disbursem ent, have never been effected with more 
prom ptitude, and have been m ade entirely free o f ex­ 
pense to the 'Freasury. 
I'he paym ents to creditors, 
ofiicers and pensioners, have been punctual and con­ 
venient, and the w hole fiscal ojRirations through the 
State Banks, have as yet proved highly satisfactory. 
Incidental to this, the facilities that have been fur­ 
nished to the com m erciii com m unity in dom estic ex­ 
changes, w'ere probably never greater, or at so oiod- 
lii the course o f this yeer, additional

'The A v h o l e number o f selecteil 
Bunks, without in­ 
cluding bninebes, is now tliirty-to'U' being, notw ith- 
stantling tbe addition o f four new ones, less by s i\, 
than last year. 
'I'his diminution has been etlecte«! by tbe diseon- 
tiiiiianee o f various old, iiiitl t«» the 'rr«*asury, unim- 
portaiit institutions, em ployed before I833, m eon- 
Iiectioii with the United Stales Bank, and by adding 
no new ones, except where tbe public int«*rests seem ­ 
ed to render it imperative or expedient. 
A great, 
though not the chi**f cause o f som e loss, vvtiieh fi*r- 
m erly hap|reiu*d iu the deposites in Mate Banks, is 
believed to have been the multiplication of them to 
som ething over one hundred in nninber, 
i'h e sys­ 
tem is now arranged so us probably to require, here­ 
after, few changes except in tw o or three instances, 
concerning which a correspondence is now pending, 
unless, as is not anticipated, such onerous conditions 
should he exacted hy ('oiigress, ol the present sale 
and ertk’ient depositories, a« to derange the system , 
induce som e o f them to w ithdraw , and com pel the 
Departm ent to intrust the {lublic funds to other agents, 
le»« cautious, skilful, nud trustw orthy, 
(ireat care 
has been exercised in preparing from the last returns 
made to this Departm ent, and from data since obtain­ 
ed hv an extensive correspondence, tabular state­ 
m ents, which show in the m ost essetitiul particulars, 
as near the 1st o f January, 1835, and as lully as 
could he obtained, the names and condition ol each 
o f the State Banks in the U nion, o f each of the se ­ 
lected Banks, o f the Ignited States Bank, and o f all 
com bined. 
T h ey exhiliit further, the capital and sit­ 
uation o f all the Bunks in each o f the large cities in 
the United States, as w ell as o f all in eacli State, ar­ 
ranged together for convenience o f reference, and the 
changes which have since happened, in the condition 
o f the Deposite and United States Banks. 
So fur as 
regards the capital^ discounts, & c. o f all the State 
Banks, only the general exhibit of the aggregate re­ 
sults in each State, is now com m unicated ; but, in a 
few days, all the volum inous details on those points, 
w ill be subm itted to tbe House, o f R epresentatives, in 
com pliance with its resolution o f the 10th o f July, 
1832. 
It w ill he seen, that the situation o f the selected 
Bank.», as a w hole, bears «.u enviable com parison 
w ith the rest. 
In all cases deem ed proper, they have given colla­ 
teral security, and are all believed to be entirely safe, 
to the extent they have been confided in. 
T heir dis­ 
counts have been, in general, som ewhat increased, 
but, though tempted by the enterprising spirit o f the 
tim es, not usually increased in a degree disproportion- 
ed to all their immediute available means. 
T h ey 
have also, in som e cases, been able to aid, and have 
liberally aided other banking institutions in their 
neighbourhood, by as large and long balances, and 
other indulgences, us w ould generally appear to have 
been saiu tioned by correct principles. 
T h e names 
o f each, with the amount o f m oney in each belonging 
to the T reasury, and subject to draft, not only at the 
§ m m eucem ent o f the present year, but at the very 
lust returns received, can be seen in three o f the 
colum ns o f the statem ent. 
T h e disliibution ot these 
sum s is generally tliat w hich has been given to them
